Before  the  fool  and  mouth  disease 
outbreak  In  Saskatchewan  last  winter 
brought  on  an  American  ban  on  fur- 
ther meat  Imports  from  Canada,  our 
stuck  men  were  doing  welL  They  ex- 
ported their  surplus  cattle  and  hogs 
lo  ihe  United  Slates,  and  the  brisk 
U.S.  demand  forced  Mrs.  Canadian

This  rountry  can't  consume  all  Hie 
meat  it  produce*,  and  consequently 
prices  dropped.  They  would  have 
fallen  much  farther  If  the  govern- 
ment hadn't  Stepped  In  with  a price 
support  program 

Next  month  the  U.S.  Is  scheduled 
to  open  Its  border  again  to  Canadian 
cattle  and  hog*.  Rut  the  livestock 
Industry  is  regarding  the  action  with 
considerably  less  enthusiasm  than 
one  might  expect  In  light  of  Its  cries 
of  twin  following  imposition  of  the 
embargo. 

The  reason  Is  that  during  the  past 
year  Uii.  meat  prices  fell  farther  than 
Canadian  prii-es.  The  value  of  U.S. 
money  also  dropped.  So  when  the 
border  Is  reopened  March  1,  Canadian 
farmers  won't  have  the  opportunity 
they  had  in  1951  to  ship  south  at 
premium  prices.

Indeed.  Ihe  border  opening  may 
depress  Canadian  prices.  When 
there's  a free  flow  of  beef  either  way. 
a premium  of  more  than  three  cents 
a pound  on  either  side  will  attract 
Imports  three  cents  a pound  being 
the  approximate  cost  of  shipping 
from  one  country  to  the  other.

In  the  long  run.  however,  the  farm- 
ers should  tie  belter  off.  With  the 
reopening  of  the  border  they'll  again 
have  a real  market  for  their  surplus 
cattle,  instead  of  the  artificial  British 
market  which  the  government  aubei- 
di/ed  during  the  embargo  period. 

One  result  of  all  this,  however.  Is 
likely  to  I*  a further  reduction  in 
lartn  Income  thla  year  and  ihe 
farmer's  take  1*  ihe  one  aspect  of 
the  national  economy  last  year  which 
Is  causing  some  concern  In  Ottawa.

The  first  thing  that  strikes  you  on_ 
driving  through  Kentucky,  which  is 
an  old  and  experienced  area  of  this 
continent  Is  the  amount  of  pond 
building  that  hni*  been  and  is  being 
done  by  Individual  farmers  and  land 
owners  In  the  state.  Some  ponds  ate 
no  larger  than  fifty  feet  across,  their 
built-up  retaining  banks  nothing  but 
earth  rivelted  by  stumps.

There  are  many  farm- 
ing areas  in  Kentucky  where  you 
will  sec  at  least  one  pond  per  farm 
during  fifty  mile*  of  travel.

. it  i*  not  allowed  to  j;et  away.  1 asked 
one  farmer,  whow*  pond  was  ex- 
tremely small,  what  he  hoped  to 
gain  from  having  bulldozed  an  earth 
bank  around  what  must  surely,  in 
midsummer,  be  « dry’  mudhole. 

“Isn't  this  ditch  bone  'try  soon 
after  April'.'"  I enquired. 

"Yes."  he  said  "But  every  lime  it 
rains,  it  runs  high  and  full  with 
water.  For  acres  and  acres  around, 
every  thing  drains  into  this  dry  creek 
bed:  and  for  years  I allowed  It  All  b» 
drain  away  hi  an  hour  «*r  lw...
